During the year under review there was one pariicularly cold blooded murder, 
idt of a Borpeta shopkeeper, who was enticed up to Manipur by two 
iiuipuris who had l)een living w'ith him for a yevr and a hall at Borpeta 
u his arri^dl in Manipur he was robbed and airangled. The accused uc're 
led by the Political Agent, convicted and sentenced to death. [ This case 
,is oiKjuiK'd into by the Agency police and is not included in Appendix VII ] 

In till* ■valley the number of thefts including burglaries increased, 'I’he 
jUI nuiuKe of ollences commuted was 261 as against 2,‘i6 in 1022 23. The 
iropoili<n of conviction to arrest as well as to the nurabor sent up for trial 
la.s an5atly fallen. The numlior of cattle reported ns lost was 266 as against 
171 in llie pisuious year. There is no doubt that a majority of those, If not 
ul, \\er<‘ stolen 

In the hills the total number rf offence-S reported was 173 as aualiust 108 
u llu* previous year. Three* cases of culpable homicide were reported. In ono 
Mse the accused was convicted under Section 301 I, P. C. and sentenced to 
en years rigorous imprisonmijiit In coniieotiou with one or two other cases 
icvcn persons were arrested, but two wore discharged and five were awaiting 
4’ial at the c1c-,p of the year. A half witted pf'ivson was reported from the 
Noitb-lSast Area to have speared a young girl, lie was conviolfed under 
S-‘cfcion 821 1 P. C. and sentenced to rigorous imprisonment. ThC number 
A thefts recorded during the yew was 20 as against 21 in the previous year. 
Of these 18 w'ere reported from the area unJor the direct oofitvCl ot^the 

President and seven from the North-West Hill Subdivision. No theft cases were 
rcportol from South West or North-Bist Sablivlsions. The nainber of ,off^noos' 
recorded under the head “ ooatompts of ‘the lawful authority of the public 

^orvants^’ increased by one, there being 59 as against 88 in the previous year.

CHAPTER V. 

REVENUE AND FINANCE. 


Pull dflails o( feceipls and expenditure will be found in Ippealiv XXJ1. 

Under the head “ Demand ”, only the budj^ct e.sUmat(‘s fqr ** Porcigut'rs’ 
tax”* “ Forest -3 ”, '‘Law and Juatice”, “Jail”, “ Cart and Cattle taws”, and 
Aiit.cellaueous ” have been included, as it is not po-ssihle to give .spwilic tii^^iircs 
for the demand under these heads.

The iucreiiso under the held “ Lind Revenue” was prineipilly dtin to 
collection of large arrears. In this connection the ivork of Dalni Up^'hdra, 
Krishna Uhakravarti, the Cflicor in charge of the Land Revenue Office, calls 
for special commendation. 

Under the head “ Hill Hou.se tax ” on account of the Very good collec- 
tion in the previous , year, a comparatively small balancOj^ was left to be 
collected in the year under report; and although there was 'a small increase 
in the cunent deinaiid, th * total demand ind con>,oipienlly the total receipts 
fell considerably. 

The decrease under the head ‘‘Fisheries” was due to a considerable' 
mluction in the current demand for the >ear, as woU as to the largo bjiUnoe 
outstanding at the close of the .year. Lcs^eps of two hig fwhevies complained 
of loss and defaulted in rt‘sp"ct of Its. 1,500 uieh. “Wniether these conijlaints 
weie true or not, the gieater propoidion of theiO amounts ^vill bhve to In
